cannery for 24 years. He is a 
foreman. He hangs a poster of 


the Mexican revolutionary and hours to make equal

on his office wall 

The man is told to remove the 
poster. He agrees, provided the 


restroom graffitti of “nigger 
and ‘‘spic” is covered over. 


“Paint it over, man.” he says 
“Paint is cheap.” 

The restroom goes unpainted, 
the poster stays on the wall. The 
man is suspended. He is out of 
work for four and a half months 
before union arbitration finds 
that he was within his civil rights 
to hang the poster on his wall 
He is financially compensated 
for only two months of the 
work time he lost 

One day the man asks for and 
receives permission to take a day 
off for business reasons. When 
he returns he is accused of 
having walked off the job and is 
indefinitely suspended. He files a 
lawsuit 

The cannery worker is Ruben 
Reyes, and somehow, hearing 
Reyes describe his experience in 
the Speech building last 
Thursday night, one might get 
the impression he is still able to 
believe in the American system 
the one which was originally laid 
down. 

“You begin to wonder,” he 
said. ““They say there's a place to 
go for every situation. There is a 
place to go, there's no doubt 
But, they don’t tell you that you 
don’t get relief there 

“We're got laws dealing with 
our problems, man, in the 
books. All they’ve got to do 1s 
implement the laws today and 
they could change it like that.”

the second Ph.D. ever to be denied tenure by the department 


Dr. Tsai will be supported by the United Professors ot

Ms. Kanter explained that if the department's recommendation 
accepted by University President James Bond and the school 
demies Tsai tenure, he may appeal to a campus-wide grievance 


committee.

He said that “‘for the last 50 
years...cannery unions and 
teamsters have had nothing but 
“sweetheart contracts with the 
local canneries.” He explained 
how this benefits the company 
and union hierarchy while 
leaving the worker behind 

He assailed the union’s 
reluctance to agree to a Spanish 
edition of bargaining contracts. 
Reyes pointed out that it wasn’t 
until the Cannery Workers 
Committee spurred the 
regulatory agencies into action 
that a Spanish version appeared, 
and that woefully inadequate. A 
119 page document in English 
was worked into a 38-page 
Spanish edition. 

He spoke of regulatory agencies 
which often-times have no real 
power to act on complaints. 
They investigate and make 
recommendations and the issues 
are forgotten. 

Speaking of the State Fair 
Employment Practices 
Commission he said, “There are 
two blacks, two Chicanos, and 
three whites. One of them is the 
mayor of Beverly Hills, one is a 
big executive of Hughes Aircraft, 
the black dude is the president 
of Car Porters Railroad men, the 
Chicano is a school principal out 
of San Jose, and the Chicano 
woman is some rich Chicano out 
of Orange County. And none of 
these people ... a Chicano out of 
Orange County, a rich one 
None of these people relate to 
the problems.” 

He spoke highly of the results 
of a FEPC study of two years 
ago, but criticised the way in 
which the study was carried out. 
He described the Commission as 
not asking Chicanos any 
questions but rather going 
around asking the companies 
“Are your discriminating?” To 
which the companies replied 
“No.” Surprisingly, according to 
Reyes, a fairly good report was 
issued 

He told of an episode in which 
government investigators were 
looking into charges of 
employment discrimination in 
the canneries 

‘‘During the investigation - 
when investigative officers were 
here, man, they had Chicanos all 
over the place. One up here, one 
up in the wareliouse, one in 
shipping. Sure! The season was 
over, the investigation was Over, 
those guys went back to work 
on the line - the same thing they 
always did

Women, students, environmentalists, etc. should 
be interested in this one, Freshman Assemblyman 
Ray Gonzales, D-Kern County, has introduced a 
bili that would curtail many of the questionable 
activities of legislative advocates (we Know them as 
lobbyists). 

Among other things, this bill would outlaw 
campaign contributions by lobbyists and bring to a 
rapid halt the flow of other gifts and favors 
currently enjoyed by some members of the state 
legislature. 

One of the main backers of this bill 1s Secretary 
of State Edmund G. Brown, Jr., who is continuing 
his crusade to keep campaign spending im line, and 
lobbyists within the law 

Gonzales expressed disbelief earlier in the session 
over such things as “bag bills,” which “are 
introduced in exchange for financial contributions 
to a campaign fund by a lobbyists,” and weekly 
invitations to “moose milk” luncheons at plush 
Sacramento area restaurants, sponsored, of course, 
by lobbyists. 

He also received unsolicited gifts ‘and financial 
contributions at the conclusion of his successful 
election campaign “to erase my deficit’... when, in 
fact. there was no deficit whatsoever. 

And as if this weren't enough, Assemblyman 
Gonzales received an offer from a lobbyist for 
Santa Anita to do $80,000 worth of newsletters 
for him while at the time the advocate’s son was 


attempting to land a contract to print informational 


newsletters, financed, of course, by the taxpayer. 

Students are invited to do some lobbying of their 
own on this one. Write to your state 
representatives concerning your support of the 
Gonzales bill.

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Master Planners Get Fourth

The first of five hearings 
reviewing the draft Report of 
the Joint Committee on the 
Master Plan of Higher Education 
was aired last Friday, March 2, 
at the Capitol 

UC President Charles Hitch 
called the report’s 56 proposals 


for revamping California's higher 


education a ‘“‘supposedly 
revolutionary departure’ from 
the present Master Plan. In 


general, he agreed with the 
report, which includes proposals 
for legislative control of tuition 
and admissions policies for all 
sections of post-secondary 
learning: UC, State Universities, 
and community colleges 

State University and College 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke 
voiced approval for most of the 
report. In a television interview 
after his testimony, Dumke 
commented that he and his 
board agree that a “modest” 
tuition should be required at 
State universities 

Both Hitch and Dumke agree 
with the report that no new

Concerned with the lack of 
political freedom in his country,

William Farr is a man of 
contradictions, who has risked 
much to preserve what he calls 
the “public’s right to know.” 
Farr spent almost a month and a 
half in jail for refusing to reveal 
the name of an attorney who 
gave him information concerning 
the Charles **Tex” Watson 
portion of the Charlie Manson 
trial. 

Farr describes himself as a 
“Law and Order Republican.” 
He feels that the saturation 
bombing of Hanoi helped bring 
the war to an early end. He also 
believes that the policies of the 
Nixon Administration towards 
the press are abhorrent to his 
Republicanism 

Farr was sentenced to jail by 
Judge Older of the Los Angeles 
County Superior Court for 
allegedly being in contempt of 
court for violating a “gag” rule 
imposed upon the press and the 
attorneys connected with the 
Manson trial. He refused to 
reveal the source of the 
information, which had been 
printed in the Los Angeles 
Herald-Examiner

Fees. Most people feel the sting 


of paying fees during 


registration, especially Knowing 


that even more of their money 
will shortly be in the 


pocketbook of the bookstore 


Where does the money from 
your fees go? Do you, as a 
student, obtain any service in 
return? 

During fall registration of 
1972, about $1,215,600 was 


collected for the material and 
service fee, $53,300 for the 
facilities fee, $160,000 in 
parking fees, and $159,837 in 
activity fees 

Money trom the material and 
service fee 1s placed in a general 
fund used for the operation of 
the university paid by 
students are only a small portion 
of the whole amount of money 
needed to run the university 
Additional funds are 
appropriated by the state 
legislature

When he did this 
Older decided that since he was 
no longer a reporter and thus 
not covered by the shield law 
any longer, he must reveal his 
source of information, which he 
refused to do and was found in 
contempt of court

He is now working for the L.A 
Times, which is picking up the 
costs of his legal defense despite

was an ex post facto application
